este RAPID PROGRESS. OF 
space exploration since the first 
launching of Russia’s Sputnik T has 
been incredible. .The feat itself, 
ten years ago today, was certainly 
that as it opened a new era in 
earth’s history, a new door to man’s 
scientific aspirations. 


Although in the far distant 
reaches of time the advent of Sput- 
nik I may be regarded somewhat as 
we now think of the first caveman 
to push a log into a-stream and 
straddle it, «still the almost un- 
imaginable developments that will 
itake place in space travel must ever 
be beholden to that first startling 
event. 


Sputnik -I was, little more than 
a small metal ball, yet the scientific 
and_ technological achievements in 
putting it into the first orbit ofa 
man-inade, artificial satellite of our 
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earth were the ‘result of many years 
of effort. It is to the lasting fame 
of the Soviet Union that it was the 
first nation to achieve this triumph. 
The first effort was followed by 
other. noteworthy. events, both 
Russian and American, and today 
the prospect of putting men on the 
moon, while still a goal several years 
off, is so feasible, and indéed so in- 
evitable, that people speak of it as 
though it would be announced 
almost any morning. : 
Already rocket probes have been 
launched to Mars and Venus. No one 
can put a limit to the imaginative 
possibilities of the future, but they 
must all go back to Sputnik I for 
their gravity-bursting genesis — an 
adventure which took place not yes- 
terday. but-a decade ago. There are 
children in the fifth grade of school 
today who have never known a 
world without space vehicles. —

THE House of Commons engaged on 
‘riday in a somewhat melancholy 
debate which. aroused minimal interest 
althovgt. it was of direct concern to 
considerable areas of 
the “country and re- 
lated to matters of 
immediate impor- 
tance to the-interna- 
tional community, At 
fairly regular inter- 
vals over the: past 
two decades Parlia- 
ment has extended 
what is quaintly de- 
scribed as the Emer- 
gency Gold Mining 
Assistance Act. This presently costs the 
taxpayers about $15 million annually 
although subsidies are expected to 
decline somwhat during the next three 
“emergency” years. 

Several members discerned - an 
analogy between the subsidy to gold and 
that announced earlier in the week in 
respect to wheat. This is fanciful for a 
variety of reasons. ‘In the first place, 
wheat normally requires no. subsidy. 
Secondly, it is not dependent on ay 
subsidy in the sense that, with or without 
special _assistance, the wheat plains 
would have poured out their production” 
in. 1968. Thirdly, the wheat subsidy may 
or may not materialize depending on 
what happens to world prices. In the 
fourth_place the wheat subsidy is 
genuinely intended to bridge a definite 


time gap; it will lapse with the 
ratification of the International Wheat 
Agreement. - 

Not one of these considerations 


applies to gold. It is beyond doubt that 
the industry-has made. a great contribu- 
tion to Canada. In the three decades 
following 1920 (long after the Klondike 
rush) it was our most important metal; 
in 1941, a peak year, it accounted for 
about 37 per cent of our mineral 
production. But is is equally obvious 
that, since 1948, it has been a sick 
industry. Mr Pepin told the House that, 
without assistance, 28 of the 37 lode 
mines now being subsidized would cease 
their operations within a short time. 


Costly to Canada 


The reason 1s plain enough. The price 
of gold paid by the U.S. treasury is $35 a 
fine ounce (about $37.84 in our funds) 
and this has not changed-since 1934.

In’. the -economie- field; Mr. (Rene) 
Levesyue himself recognizes—that very 
close co-operation with English Canada 
would be necessary. if Quebec became 
independent. To that we say that it 
would be difficult to find a means of co- 
operation that is more effective than 
what is possible within supple and 
intelligent federalism .. . 

There is another capital aspect: 
cultural freedom. In this respect; Quebec 
already possesses in large measure the 
powers it needs to affirm itself and it 
could through intelligent negotiation and 


initiative add to these already-acquired 
powers those it will need to meet its 
increased tasks. 

. Furthermore, federalism can also, 
without diminishing in-any way Quebec’s 
liberty, ensure equitable , protection to 
French-Canadians living in the rest of 
the country. In 1967, the climate is even 
better than ever for achievement of 
reforms that have become necessary. 


* * * 


Federalism evidently presumes that 
liberty willbe shared among its various 
elements rather than be jealously kept 
by one only. That*is a factor that will 
become more and more indispensable to 
good government of peoples. What 
individual peoples give up as regards 
unlimited and absolute self-affirmation 
they gain in discipline and tespect: for 
the rights of others. If the history of the 
last two centuries is to be useful, it must 
be to remind us that liberty of nations, 
when not complemented and tempered 
by more and more pronounced elements 
of federalism at the international level

I have been told by 
authoritative and official 
sources in Washington 
that the Soviet Union is 
on the point of catching 
up with the United States 
in land-based interconti- 
nental ballistic missiles 
(ICBM’s). 

During a previous visit, 
earlier this summer, I 
was told merely that the” 
Russians are on the point 
of reaching parity, with- 
out any further .details. 

During my present visit to 
Washington, however, actual 
figures have been mentioned 
— though I was quickly asked 
not ‘to reveal them, The 
information may appear to be 
colored, since it slipped out in 
the course of a discussion 
with officials who are con- 
vinced that the Soviet Union 
is mounting a determined 
drive for military superiority, 

and that the U.S. should take 
immediate and massive acter 
te counter this. 

Although the detailed 


figures the officials mientionéd - 


may not be used, enough is 
known on the public record to 
work out an approximate 
picture. 

Defence Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara, who: does not 
believe that the Soviet Union 
is in a position -to attain 
nuclear .superiority, has him- 
self revealed in his speech 
announcing. the antiballistic 
missile prgram that in “‘re- 
cent years” the Russians have 
“substantially increased” 
their missile force. 


Now: Up to 340 


What makes a “substantial” 
inerease? In 1962, the Soviet 
force consisted of 75 land- 
based ICBM’s. By the middle 
of last year, according to 
McNamara’s own testimony 
to Congress, the figure had 
risen to 340. 

Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, has since added that 
the Russians “have greatly 
accelerated” the construction 
of hardened ICBM sites. He 
warmed that-the Russians “are 
increasing their numbers 
quite dramatically.” Their 
capability to inflict damage on 
the U.S. was much greater 
today than it was in 1962, 


“and it will be much greater. .

I have reason to believe 
that the figure of 450 men- 
tioned in this report repre- 
sented not the present num- 
ber, but the total as it stood 
in the early part of this year. 
This would therefore suggest 
a growth of about 110 from 
the 340 at the middle of last 
year, as given by McNamara, 
to the 450 at the beginning of 
this year as given by other 
sources. 

When this increase of 110 in 
little. more than half a year is 
doubled, it comes near. enough 
to the growth rate of 200 a 
year. This figure, added to the 
450 at the beginning of this 


year, would increase the total 


to 650 in early 1968. The 
construction of a hardened 
missile site takes about 15 to 
18 months before the weapon 
becomes operational.

I remember two girls whose 
self-starvation came With an 
unhappy situation if life. 

One of them was a nun who 
very much wanted to get out 
of the. convent. I cured her by 
getting the Mother Superior to 
let her go. 

The other girl had been shut 
up in a lonely home with a 
half-cra*y mother, I cured her 
by getting her father to set 
her free to go out and marry 
her beau. 

Another girl I. cured was 
trying’ to commit suicide by 
starvation because with her 
quick “temper she -had lost 
three beaus in suecession. 

When I talked her into 
giving herself another try, she 
called for her clothes, got up 
and went back to her job as a 
secretary. She started then to 
eat and to gain back her 
weight.

I just read a paper by Drs. 
O. Lundberg_and J. Walinder 
of Sweden, who . found that 
four out of five young women 


“who were starving themselves 


had an epileptic type of 
electroencephalogram. Some- 
times such a person can be 
much helped with drugs like 


Dilantin, Deaner or —Pheno» 
barbital. 
Usually, if a physician is 


kind and puts one of these 
girls in a hopital, he can 
induce her to eat, and can 
fatten her up. Unfortunately, 


some of these girls will later | 


go back to. starving them- 
selves again.

In. the Journal . of _ the 


American Medical Association 
Dr. Doris H. Milman reported 
the case. of a five-year-old 
girl who, one morning, «ate a 
sugar tablet she found in the 
refrigerator. Unfortunately, it 
belonged to her 18-year-old 
uncle, and -had 100 micro- 
grams of LSD in it. 

Shortly after eating this, the 
girl-began to scream, and soon 
she Was) actually psychotic. 

She was in a panic and -did 
not know where she was. She 
felt she had lost her person- 
ality; she was mentally 
slowed up, and she showed 
signs of injury. to her brain; 
she had trouble with vision, 
and her - eléetroencephalo- 
grams (records of the tiny 
electric currents which are 


constantly —running—.through 
the brain) had become 
abnormal. 


After’ some days the worst 


of the _ disturbances had | 
quieted down, but the 
disorders in thinking, the 


distortion of the body image, 
and the depression of intelli- 


* gence persisted for several 


months. 

At the end of five months 
the only remainders were the 
abnormal electric records and 
the difficulties with sight. At 
the end. of nine months only 
the visual functions remained 
somewhat impaired,

With one 
proton, more or less an atom
